Mast old-time Communists in Yugoslavia are pro-Cominforn, and they hoid 
down many positions some of which are very imrortent, Yithout a doubt, 
they represent a serious and very dengerous destructive element in Tite's 
regime . 


2. The Cominformists are also well orgenized in the Yugoslav Army, and there 
is considerable propaganda in the renks in their favor. i358 
bouaeved the Yugoslav Army, uncer the military and Perty leadership af- 
forded by Tito, could not offer serious resistance in case of attack. 
in Yugoslavia the general public discontent aiso engulfs the Aruy, which 
would probably disbend under the First wave of attack, It is estimated 
that at least half of the High Command is also pro-Cominform, 


3, Under other leadership than thet of Tito, who is Jetested by the people, 
the preat majority of the Yugoslav Army would fight the Soviets or Satela 
lites with enthusiasm since they have hod a teste of the Soviets and 
Soviet Commmism. The current situation under Tito could be changed only 
if a few hundred Allied paratroopers were dropped into fugoslevia at the 
outbrea): of hostilities.
